Claims 10 relates to subject-matter considered by this Authority to be covered by the 
provisions of Rule 67.1(iv) PCT. Consequently, no opinion will be formulated with 
respect to the industrial applicability of the subject-matter of this claim (Article 
34(4)(a)(i) PCT).

The present application relates to 4-substituted quinoline-derivatives, that are 
considered to be useful as antibacterial agents. Compounds with one additional 
nitrogen (at position 2,3,5,7,8) in the quinoline-ring are included as well. 
The substituent in position 4 is a 4-amino-derivatized piperidine ring, which is linked via 
two spacer elements A and B to the quinoline ring. 

D1 and D2 are related to differently substituted quinoline-derivatives, that are useful as 
antiinfective agents. These documents neither anticipate nor suggest any compound of 
the presently claimed subject-matter. Consequently the requirements of Art 33(2), 33(3) 
PCT concerning novelty and inventive step for claims 1-10 are met. 

For the assessment of the present claim 10 on the question whether it is industrially 
applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. The patentability can 
also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The EPO, for example, does not 
recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of claims to the use of a 
compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, claims to a known compound 
for first use in medical treatment and the use of such a compound for the manufacture 
of a medicament for a new medical treatment.

Claim 1 is not clear (Art. 6 PCT) due to an inconsistency of claimed (one of Z 1 -Z 5 is N) 
and disclaimed (R 1 is not hydrogen, when Z 1 -Z 5 are CR 1a ) subject-matter. 
Moreover no basis is indicated in the description for this disclaimed subject-matter 
(Rule 5.1(a)(iii)). 
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
